The Kentucky crop report .says 
that the mouth of April will long 
be remembered as the coldest and 
most untavorable fer crops and 
.spring work for many years. The 
weather was cool and damp from 
the first up to the 24th ot the 
mouth. The tbemometer several 
times registered below freezing. 
The warm dry spell in March had 
caused quite a good deal of corn to 
be planted. This was a complete 
failure, as all had, or will have to 
be planted again. The forward 
wheat where it had begun to point 
is supposed to be materially injur 
ed, bringing the couditions down 
in month ten points. 1 he oat crop 
was also damaged by freezing at 
the time of germination. The 
peach crop is nearly all killed. 
Plums, cherries apples and pears 
suffered considerably but not to 
the extent of the peach crop. 
There is a general complaint of 1 he 
scarcity of tobacco plants. The 
seed from some cause failed to 
germinate as well as usual. The 
frost killed a good many where 
they w’ere well advanced. For the 
first time the flea bug is reported 
to have dome considerable damage 
to them under canvass. The yielJ 
of Burley of the 1906 crop is esti- 
mated at 90 per cent, of the crop of 
1905, There is also a falling off of 
eight points in dark crop; estimat- 
ed at 92 per cent, of the crop of 
1905. Grasses and pastures receiv- 
ed quite a .set back from the cold 
weather. The acreage seedetl to 
clover and alfalfa is very .satisfacto- 
ry considering the failures in clover 
the last |few years and the high 
price of seed. The number of cat 
tie being fed and grazed are less 
than last year. Hogs have, also 
suffered a loss in numlier. The 
number of lambs are nearly up the 
standard. The potato crop is an 
average in acres. The outlook 
from present conditions is not flat- 
tering or very euwouraging to the 
tarmer.

When the bill was up before the 
last legislature prohibiting railroads 
and express companies from ship- 
ping liquor into local option terri- 
tories, it was pointed out to the 
fanners of the bill that it was coii- 
riict with the Interstate-State Com- 
iiierte Act and would be of no ben- 
efit to the local option communities 
but would be a great hardship on 
Kentucky brewers and distillers in 
favor of thotc of other states; the 
recent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court sustains that con- 
tention. It has decided that a 
man who lives in a local option 
district may order liquor from with 
out the state and it may be sent to 
him C. O. D and upon the pay- 
ment of the price at the local ex- 
press office, he will get the goods, 
although he may not even have 
ordered it. This decision also in- 
validates the law which says that a 
druggist or others who have a legal 
right under the statues to .sell liquor 
may not receive it in more than 
five gallons shipments. The 
Legisature willfully did the distill- 
ers and brewers of this state a 
great injury and did not help the 
c-iuse of temperance in the least. 
The law should be repealed. In 
fact, most of the time of each Legis- 
lature istakeu up in repealing the 
fool laws made by ihe last. — Ex.
